First upon the list (1894) is Mu- 
tual Friend 3d, who was bred, owned 
and developed by T. G. Yeomans & 
Sons, Walworth, New York, and is a 
daughter of Duke Netherland and 
Mutual Friend. At the age of 3 yr. 
2 mo. 24 days she produced 409.2 lb. 
milk, 21.84 lb. butter, and later at 4 
years of age, she made a record of 
422.9 lb. milk, 22.83 lb. butter. Her 
sire, Duke Netherland, was by Neth- 
erland Prince—that great sire and 
show bull to whom a majority of the 
large record cows of the present day 
directly trace.

HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN MEETING AT 
VESPER, WIS. 

The annual meeting of the Central 
Wisconsin Holstein-Friesian Breeders 
association at Vesper Friday was well 
attended and one of the most inter- 
esting and enjoyable gatherings in the 
history of the association. 

The meeting was called to order at 
11 o’clock by President C. H. Imig 
of Junction City. W. H. Ludwig, 
vice-president and manager of the 
Vesper Wood Manufacturing com- 
pany, delivered the address of wel- 
come. The response was made by the 
president, who, in concluding, intro- 
duced the main speaker, W. J. Gillett 
of Rosendale, president of the Wis- 
consin State Holstein-Friesian Breed- 
ers’ association. He spoke on various 
phases of the Holstein cow, telling of 
her origin, her rise into popularity, 
what and what not to consider in 
breeding, development and care, the 
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the country from which she hailed, 
Holland—thrifty, energetic and pro- 
ductive. 

T. F. Vannedom, the well known 
breeder of this city, spoke on the sub- 
ject of “Testing Associations and 
Testing.” He gave statistics that in- 
dicated Wisconsin has over one mil- 
lion dairy cows and that half of them 
did not pay for their board. He ex- 
plained that the testing may be done 
by the dairyman personally by provid- 
ing himself with record sheets such 
as are printed by various printers, 
but as it involves considerable time 
and “juggling of figures,” an extra 
duty, of which a farmer already has 
a sufficiency, he advised that the test- 
ing be done under the auspices of an 
association for that purpose. In this 
way, he pointed out, a man will know 
exactly where he stands, whether he 
is losing or making money on. his 
cows.

main points that distinguish the dif- 
ferent types of the Holstein and the 
value of testing. He had been inter- 
ested in Holsteins thirty-seven years. 
In his early years, he said, the breed- 
ing of Holsteins was looked upon as a 
standing joke for the reason that she 
was considered unprofitable, but he 
felt thankful that he has lived to see 
the day that opened the eyes of the 
scoffers to the errors of their ways.

Other speakers were J. F. Schmidt, 
a prominent breeder near Arpin, yho 
was loud in the praise of the Holstein, 
declaring that if she is capable of 
making a success out of an inexper- 
ienced dairyman, as was his case, she 
is the cow to tie to; Prof. W. W. 
Clark of the Agricultural school, who 
recommended testing of cows, told of 
results obtained and urged the dairy- 
man to join the county association 
funded for that purpose; Dr. V. P. 
Norton of Grand Rapids, a veterinar- 
ian, who spoke on the merits and re- 
liability of a new tuberculin test, and 
Rev. L, E. Peckham of Grand Rapids, 
who told of his experience with the 
“black and white” cow. T. F. Van- 
nedom was called upon for a few re- 
marks on the public Holstein sale 
in this city April 1, in which he em- 
phasized the great importance of hon- 
esty in the representations of animals.

BLACKIE AND MADGE 

These two cows were in an exhibit 
of profitable and unprofitable farm 
animals shown this fall at some of 
the most important Badger fairs by 
the Wisconsin Live Stock Breeders’ 
association. 

They were calved in 1910 upon Wis- 
consin dairy farms—Blackie in Chip- 
pewa County and Madge in Columbia 
county. The owners of these calves 
gave them good care and feed and the 
careful management necessary to ena- 
ble them to grow into profit produc- 
ing cows. Being good business men 
they both joined cow testing associa- 
tions so that they might locate the 
money-makers and the “boarders” in 
their herds. 

Blackie’s owner found that he was 
actually losing $14 a year by keeping 
her, so he sold her for $55, just what 
she would bring for beef. The cow 
tester found that Madge not only paid 
for all her feed and the labor put 
upon her, but that she also would 
have paid six per cent interest on an 
investment of $896. Her owner has 
refused to price her. And he is go- 
ing to keep all of her heifer calves.

The second annual meeting of the 
above Ass’n. was held at Manitowoc 
Sat.

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Buying, Selling, Testing, Registering, 
Transferring and Shipping Live Stock

After purchasing foundation ani- 
mals, either in public sales or from a 
breeder with whom the purchaser is 
acquainted, the beginner in due time, 
will have young stock to dispose of. 
Public sales offer a quick and ready 
cash market, but many males are 
often a drug in a sale market, espec- 
ially if not well backed with large 
records, and some will have to be dis- 
posed of by private sale. If the ani- 
mal has many large official records 
close up, space in the Holstein-Fries- 
ian World can be used to good advant- 
age. If the dam is not tested, and 
the strains are not’ what are called 
“Fashionable”, space in the local and 
agricultural papers often effect sales 
at fair prices. 


For females, typewritten pedigrees 
or a good descriptive letter may be 
used with satisfactory results, but 
for young bulls, printed pedigrees will 
generally give better satisfaction and 
save letter writing which is a weari- 
ness to the flesh for the tired farmer 
and dairyman. Such pedigrees can 
be obtained for a small cost from any 
of the parties doing this work, whose 
advertisements can be seen in the 
World. 


Kodak pictures are always advisa- 
ble, and if the animal is well posed, 
give a much better idea of the mark- 
ings and individuality than can be 
conveyed by pages of letterwriting. 
I say well posed. Experiments and 
experience will teach the tyro what 
to get and what to avoid. The best 
town photographer is an absolute ap- 
Prentice when it comes to posing cat- 
tle to show off their good points. In 
passing I may say that no field which 
I know offers wider scope to a young 
man than that of photographer of 
live stock. The really good ones are 





few and far between. Look over your 
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files of the World, and see how few of 
the pictures show plainly that they 
have not been retouched. Your sons 
and daughters, and we certainly hope 
you have been so blessed, may just 
as well practice on livestock with bet- 
ter paying results as on the many 
things they do photograph for sheer 
amusement. 

After your advertisement appears, 
you will get answers, some apparent- 
ly written from curiosity only, some 
badly spelled and written on scrap 
paper with a lead pencil, some on 
postals. A well designed letterhead 
pleases. You are offering something, 
so think of the impression that your 
letterhead and paper will make on 
the inquirer. Have a farm or herd 


name. It adds prestige to your busi- 
ness. Do not neglect any inquiry. 
After you have been advertising 


some years you can determine how 
much each inquiry and sale has cost 
you, and if you once figure this out, 
thereafter, you will not neglect any 
inquiry, however unpromising it 
looks. Many breeders are very lax 
in this respect. 

Send pedigree, photo if you have 
one, and give a good description of 
the animal—its near relatives, weight, 
actual or estimated, and any items 
of interest you know concerning the 
families represented in the breeding. 
Invite the customer to come and see 
the animal, and don’t forget the price. 
Quote the animals, securely crated 
with feed for the journey, f. o. b. cars, 
your station. Or obtain the rate per 
hundred from your express agent and 
quote price f. o. b. your station, with 
charges paid to your inquirer’s town. 
The letter way shows your corre- 
spondent what the animal would real- 
ly cost him, and will often prove the 
deciding point in your favor. Your 
inquirer has probably written other 
parties, so answer promptly. 

Many offer the animal, satisfaction 
guaranteed. This is a good plan, 
few animals are ever sent back if in 
good order and without visible de- 
fects. If the animal is faulty, bet- 
ter send it to the butcher than get 
a bad reputation for the sake of a 
few dollars. 

Not all your letters will land cus- 
tomers, but in due time a check will 
be -received. Acknowledge at once, 
mention what day you expect to 
ship, and, if you can, get the infor- 
mation from your express agent 
about the time it should arrive at its 
destination. 
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FOOT-AND-MOUTH DISEASE 
Report of the United States Live 
Stock Sanitary Association on 
Marth 15th. 


CONNECTICUT 
Hartford, March 11, 1915. 

“Three herds developed disease in 
New Haven County, all adjacent to 
previously reported premises infected. 
One contained 10 head, one 35 head 
and one 36 head; total 53 cows, 25 
yearlings (and calves) and one bull; 
81 head in all. 

These are all destroyed and disin- 
fection completed, but zone inspec- 
tions are not fully finished. Restock- 
ing farms which were depleted of 
stock in Novémber and December. is 
going on very cautiously, but so far, 
no reinfections have been found. 

Interstate trade is still prohibited, 
which we think is the safest way to 
eventually re-establish traffic with our 
neighbors. —F. A. Ingram, Deputy 
Commissioner.” 

ILLINOIS 
Springfield, March 10, 1915. 

“T beg to advise that but two herds 
remain to be slaughtered within the 
State of Illinois. All infected premi- 
ses, with the exception of eleven, have 
been thoroughly cleaned and. disin- 
fected. On nine of this number the 
work is being carried on at the pres- 
ent time. 

Up to this time, 740 herds have been 
slaughtered at a valuation of approx- 
imately $1,814,506.41. These herds 
were comprised of 22,482 cattle, 30,- 
288 hogs and 1,095 sheep.—O. E. Dy- 
son, State Veterinarian.” 


INDIANA 
Indianapolis, March 14, 1915. 

“At the present time we have the 
counties of Howard, Johnson, Allen 
and Vigo in exposed areas, with the 
exception of five-mile zones surround- 
ing farms in Vigo and St. Joseph 
counties which are closed area. Mor- 
gan county is in the modified area. 
No new infection has been discov- 
ered within the last 45 days with the 
exception of a reinfection on one farm 
in St. Joseph county which is trace- 
able to the hog pen. We are main- 
taining at the present time a quaran- 
tine against the counties in Kentucky 
where infection has been discovered 
and unless something is imported 
from that part we feel reasonably 
safe at the present time. We are 
not accepting any shipments from ex- 
posed or modified areas in other 
states.—A. F. Nelson, State, Veterin- 
arian.” 

IOWA 
Des Moines, March 15, 1915. 

“All diseased animals slaughtered. 
All premises disinfected. Second farm 
to farm inspection progressing fav- 
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orably. Prospects for final eradica- 
tion bright.—J. I. Gibson, State Vet- 
erinarian.” 
KANSAS 
Witchita, March 15, 1915. 

“Foot and mouth situation as fol- 
lows: 

“Have had six outbreaks. Slaugh- 
tered something like 1,600 onimals. 
All affected animals buried. No new 
outbreaks in last week. Trouble still 
confined to the four counties it first 
appeared. Believe situation still un- 
der our control.—Taylor Riddle, Live 
Stock Commissioner.” 


MICHIGAN 
Lansing, March 10, 1915. 
“Would say that at the present 
time there is not a case of foot-and- 
mouth disease in the State of Michi- 
igan, nor has been since January 7th, 
except a load of cattle which con- 
tracted the disease by being held in 
the Detroit Stock Yards for some- 


. think like two weeks. The stock yards 


are being thoroughly cleaned and dis- 
infected and will soon be open again 
for receipt of stock. However, when 
the yards are again opened, no live 


' stock will be received nor be allowed 


to pass out of the yards, except for 
immediate slaughter. 

Every slaughter house in the state 
which has handled -any live stock 
from any public stock yards is being 
cleaned and disinfected under state 
and federal supervision.—H. H. Hal- 
laday, President Sanitary Live Stock 
Commission.” f 


MONTANA 


Helena, March 13, 1915. 

“All diseased or exposed animals 
destroyed on or previous to Decem- 
ber 22nd, 1914. All barns and premi- 
ses cleaned and disinfected previous 
to January ist, 1915. Veterinar- 
ians have been making continual in-- 
spection, but no new cases of disease 
found. Confident disease has been 
eradicated in Montana.—W. J. But- 
ler, State Veterinarian.” 


NEBRASKA 


Lincoln, March 9, 1915. 

“By order of the Nebraska State 
Live Stock Sanitary Board, the quar- 
antine order issued by this Board on 
February 9th, 1915, remains in force 
indefinitely. except upon the states 
of South Dakota and Missouri, and 
that part of Iowa west of the coun- 
ties of Mitchell, Floyd, Butler, Grun- 
dy, Tama, Poweshiek, Mahaska, 
Wapello and Davis.” 

Effective midnight, March 10. 


NEW YORK 


Albany, March 138, 1915. 
“The disease has appeared in sev- 
eral new localities within the past 
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thirty days, namely, at Syracuse, N. 
Y., vicinity of Albany and near Buf- 
falo and Utica, while day before yes- 
terday a positive case was reported 
from Yonkers, Westchester County. 

The situation at the present time is 
not very satisfactory, although, we 
hope to be able to hold the infection 
within the districts where it is now 
known to exist. 

The total indemnities that the state 
will be called upon to pay amount at 
the present time to over $250,000.00. 

The disease is quite widely dis- 
tributed across the state but has not 
appeared in any of our most extensive 
dairy districts except Syracuse. The 
assistance given us by the Federal 
government has greatly aided in our 
effort to control the disease and the 
two departments are working in en- 
tire harmony. 

Below is an estimate of the situa- 
tion as up to within the last few days. 

Claimants, 146. 

Number of cattle killed. 5,443. 

Number of infected farms, 117. 

Full appraised value, $375,182.97.

OHIO 


Columbus, March 11, 1915. 

“The originally infected area of 
Ohio is now practically in the federal 
modified area. Within a few days 
all of this area will be in that class. 

We have, however, had secondary 
infections caused by the shipment of 
animals. In one instance from New 
York, presumably in infected cars. 
In another from Indianapolis, possi- 
bly also in infected cars. These ship- 
ments. necessitated the quarantining 
of seventeen (17) additional counties, 
as follows: Paulding, Miami, Mont- 
gomery, Hamilton, Sandusky, Seneca, 
Erie, Huron, Lorain, Medina, Ash- 
land, Wayne, Summit, Stark, Port- 
age, Mahoning and Columbiana. 

The last infected herd, however, 
was destroyed under date of March 
1st, and the disinfection of all in- 
fected premises is probably completed 
at this writing. We are writing for 
reports confirming this statement. No 
case of foot-and-mouth disease exists 
in Ohio at this writing as far as is 
known. Co-operation has been very 
satisfactory throughout the campaign 
and as the work advanced, this be- 
came better and more effective all the 
time.—Paul Fischer, State Veterin- 
arian.” ; 

PENNSYLVANIA 
Harrisburg, March 138, 1915. 

“Records received to date indicate 
737 premises infected in thirty-two 
counties in the state. Fourteen thous- 
and three hundred and thirty-six cat- 





| tle, 338 sheep and 7,617 swine, or a 








total of 22,291 animals, have been 
appraised and slaughtered to date. 
The total appraisement amounts to 
$870,402.98. All but six premises 
have been cleaned and disinfected. 


On February 27th the Board placed 
an embargo against shipments of cat- 
tle, sheep or swine into or through 
Pennsylvania, originating in federal] 
closed, exposed or modified quaran- 
tine areas in other states; also stock 
exposed to such animals regardless of 
whether they originate in federal 
free or restricted areas. This pro- 
hibited shipments from the Chicago 
stockyards being transported into or 
through Pennsylvania. 

The Pennsylvania Livestock San- 
itary Board on March 5th met in con- 
ference with representatives of cer- 
tain packing, shipping and railroad 
interests, who desired the Board to 
modify its ruling in reference to such 
shipments of live stock through Penn- 
sylvania to points east for immediate 
slaughter. Enclosed is a copy of the 
proceedings of this conference (ex- 
tract from report mentioned). 

The meeting adjourned at 1:10 p. 
m. without any action being taken, 
thus showing a disposition of the 
members to abide by its decision Feb- 
ruary 25th, 1915, when the regula- 
tions prohibiting cloven footed ani- 
mals originating in federal closed, 
exposed or modified quarantine areas 
to be brought into or transported 
through Pennsylvania, were adopted. 
—C. J. Marshall, State Veterinarian.” 


WISCONSIN 


Madison, March 10, 1915. 

“Since the last report three more 
infected farms have been found in 
Wisconsin. These are bordering on 
the outbreaks in Joe Daviess and 
Stephenson counties in Illinois. They 
are located in Lafayette and Green 
counties. 

Exposed territory is now Dodge, 
Lafayette and Rock counties; the 
southern tier of townships in Green 
and Grant counties, also the three 
townships in Washington county bord- 
ering on Dodge county. : 

Modified area in Lincoln, Langdale, 
Brown, Waukesha, Jefferson, Wal- 
worth and Racine counties and the 
two southern tiers of townships in 
Dane county. 

There has been no outbreak with 
the exception of one in the townships 
of South Wayne and Cadiz, bordering 
on the state line, since the 10th of 
January. The general outlook 
throughout the state is good. _Alll 
herds are buried and rigid inspection 
is enforced along this outbreak.—0. 
H. Eliason, State Veterinarian.” 
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A recent law in the State of In- 
diana requires that after September 
1, 1915, all public school teachers 
will be required to teach elementary 
agriculture and domestic science, and 
will be required to pass an examina- 
tion on these subjects.

What is known as a Feeding Spe- 
cial was run over the electric lines 
of central Indiana the week of 
March 22 to 27. The subjects were 
“Feeding the Dairy Cow” and “Calf 
Feeding.” The speakers were fur- 
nished from the Dairy Division of

An appropriation of $14,000 has 
been given the New York State Col- 
lege of Agriculture for the purpose 
of constructing three new barns. 
These barns will be used exclusively 
for pigs, sheep, and tools. The comp- 
troller received bids for the construc- 
tion of the barns at 12 m. on March 
31, 1915.

THE ASSOCIATION LOAN BUREAU 
SUGGESTION 
The chief arguments thus 
Resume. far in support of the As- 
sociation Loan Bureau 
suggestion seem to be these: 

1. The real need of additional cap- 
ital by small breeders, and those who 
wish to join the ranks of the breed- 
ers of pure-bred Holstein-Friesians. 
The former, to extend their opera- 
tions, the lattter, to get foundation 
stock. 

2. The possession by the Associa- 
tion of a large surplus, drawn from 
the active capital of the breeders, and 
now being hoarded, and performing 
no active function in serving the 
needs of the Association, advancing 
the interests of the breed in general, 
or contributing to the personal wel- 
fare of the individual breeder. 

3. It is shown that loaning this 
surplus to its members for use is not 
expending it; that it would continue 
te be a surplus, the difference being 
that hoarded capital is dead capital, 
while in the hands of breeders it 
would become a persistent force for 
the upbuilding of all that pertains 
to the welfare of the breed. 








4. It is belived that this plan could 
be adopted without expense to the 
Association, the increased interest 
meeting the incresed expense of ad- 
ministration. As now administered 
a treasurer must be employed. Sup- 
pose that the surplus now draws an 
average of three per cent. If loaned 
to the breeders at the legal rate of 
six per cent, the additional three per 
cent would amount to, say, $6,000, 
This should be adequate. It has been 
pointed out that the business might 
be conducted through local banks for 
State Associations, they bearing the 
burden and assuming the responsi- 
bility. 

5. It is expected that the Associa- 
tion would adopt all necessary means 
to safeguard their funds, in every 
ease reasonable and adequate secur- 
ity, charging any unusual expense to 
the borrower. It would be expected 
that the Association would keep a 
sufficient reserve on hand to meet any 
probable contingency. 


The discussion thus far has seemed 
to prove the entire practicability and 
applicability of the suggestion. If 
the breeders most interested are suffi- 
ciently in: earnest the plan can be 
adopted. Only united action will 
count for anything. If the general 
membership wait for the officers of 
the Association to force this benefit 
upon them, there will be a lot of cold 
weather before they receive it. The 
vote of the most humble breeder will 
count as much as any. Nothing is 
worth having that is not worth going 
after. 

The conditions in the Association 
are something like those that exist in 
College. The Upper Classmen do 
what they can to make the life of the 
Freshmen a burden. When the Fresh- 
men get to be Upper Classmen they 
look down on the incoming Freshmen 
and say: “We had to fag, why are 
these any better than we were?” and 
they apply the screws. In like man- 
ner the successful breeder of to-day 
looks down upon the beginner and 
thinks: “I had to endure hardships 
and make my own way without help 
or favor, why should these have an 
easier time than I did; why should 
they receive the benefit of a surplus 
that we have accumulated?” 

If you will to have it, and work 
for it with persistent and united ef- 
fort you can have it. It will not come 
to you without action and effort. The 
loan bureau established would be a 
great boon to many, and tend to the 
betterment of every conceivable in- 
terest, including that of the “Stand- 
patter.”

LOANING THE ASSOCIATION 
SURPLUS 





. Observations From a Man Who “Has 
Been Through the Mill and Ground 
Fine.” 





Editor Holstein-Friesian World: 

For some time I have read with 
deep interest the articles on the Ques- 
tion of a Loan Bureau by the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association. 

All the articles seem to dwell on 
the question of the association being 
made safe, which is of course all 
right; but the Association will look 
out for that. The matter of loaning 
money is a very easy business and 
there are plenty of applicants. As a 
banker said to a friend of mine and 
myself on one occasion when we went 
into a bank and asked for a loan of 
$4,000 and wanted the cash, “Johnnie 
on the spot”, to take away with us. 
“Gentlemen, when the collateral is all 
right we have the money, but when 
the callateral is a little shaky we are 
always a little short.” I think that 
there is little use of advising the As- 
sociation in that line. The directors 
are good business men and capable 
of taking care of their end of the 
game; but what about the poor man 
who has a desire to rise—what have 
our writers to say about him? 

I take it that the Association has 
a large amount of idle money to in- 
vest for the benefit of the Associa- 
tion and the breed, but why should 
men who are not in any way inter- 
ested endorse notes for the purpose 
of making the association safe? 

The endorser is the man who would 
be advancing the interests of the as- 
sociation, and, like yourself, many 
would never breed Holstein-Friesian 
Cattle, if necessary to ask a friend 
to endorse their notes. In many 
cases he might think the young or 
even the old man, had more chaff in 
his head than brain when informed 
that he was going to pay $300 or 
more for a cow, as my own neighbors 
said a few years ago when I pur- 
chased some Holstein-Friesians that 
I was crazy, though I had the money 
with which to pay the cash, and did. 

When a man wants to buy Hol- 
stein-Friesian cows and has not got 
the ready cash, the Association could 
assist the borrower and at the same 
time invest the surplus and at the 
same time be perfectly safe. It 
should advise the borrower to go to 
some reliable breeder who will sell 
him the right kind of cows, say, two 
or three-year-old heifers, let the 
breeder secure the loan with his own 


indorsement, retain the ownrship of. 
the cattle and advise the beginner as —Fred J. Lange, Sebewaing, Mich. 
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how to handle the cattle as it is no 
school-boys’ job to make a success of 
the breeding business. The breeder 
would be more careful about making 
the sale, and the kind of cattle he sold 
the beginner, as he only is responsi- 
ble for that loan. 

The seller will investigate the 
conditions and be sure that the bor- 
rower is capable, in which case the 
risk would be a minor matter, as the 
cattle are his, and, the beginner 
proves incapable the owner would 
have the right to remove his stock 
with its increase. 

The borrower should keep all stock 
registered in the name of the owner. 
If any stock are to be sold he should 
first consult the owner, and act on his 
advice, turning the money received 
over to the owner to apply on the 
lean as part payment. 

The buyer should have the entire 
product of the cattle to apply to his 
general expense. The loan should be 
made for a certain term, say four or 
five years. It costs money to carry 
stock until they are at a profitable 
age to sell, and he will require all of 
his cash perhaps to do this, while 
if he must make payments every 
three, or even six months, it might 
cause him to let some other bills go 
unpaid which in all probability would 
embarrass him to the extent of fail- 
ure and ruin (the writer has been 
through the mill and ground fine) 
resulting in injury rather than good 
both to the Association and _ bor- 
rower. 

It is very different with the farmer 
in borrowing money from what it is 
with the merchant. The merchant 
sells his original stock and uses this 
money with which to repay his loan, 
but the farmer retains his original 
capital in his stock, and must make 
a profit from his farm with which to 
repay his loan. 

Let the breeder look up the bor- 
rower (his capability etc.) let the 
breeder be the endorser and super- 
vise his own cattle as he is interested 
in them and the new beginner (he 
has got to be) in this way the asso- 
ciation is receiving a benefit, the be- 
ginner is being benefitted, and the 
breeder has his money to use as he 
pleases, and the business is within 
the association. For the good of all.

A CORNER ON CORN 
1. Making Tth Test 
By G. B. Mortimer 


Having properly prepared your 
corn testing box, use it. 

Do you know boys, that right now 
during the month of March is the 
time to test your seed corn. Do not 
delay until spring comes, when it is 
either too late or you are so busy 
with other things that you do not 
have time to test your seed corn be- 
fore planting it. 

You have seen that little sign, 
“Do it now.” There is no telling 
what the author of that little saying 
had in mind when he wrote those 
three words, but he could have been 
thinking about seed corn testing. 

Testing seed corn like all other 
work should be carried on in a sys- 
tematic way. Here is a plan to fol- 
low that not only is systematic but 
also easy to follow. It is given step 
by step. 

(1) Remove the seed ears to the 
place where you are going to carry 
out the test. 


(2) Take small pieces of card 
board, say 2x2 inches and fasten one 
to the butt of each ear by driving a 
nail through the center of the card 
board and into the pith of the cob. 
Having done this number each ear on 
the card board beginning with number 
1. This is one of the most important 
steps in the entire process as you 
will see when you are ready to read 
the test. 

(3) When you are numbering the 
ears discard any that are badly in- 
jured by mice or mouldiness. They 
are better for chicken feed than for 
seed corn. 

(4) Now we are ready to remove 
the kernels from each ear for our 
test. Starting with ear No. 1 remove 
six kernels by inserting a knife blade 
between the rows and pressing 


‘against the kernel to be taken out. It 


is very important that the six kern- 
els are not taken from the same place 
on the ear. Starting near the butt 
remove them spirally around the ear, 
taking care that no two kernels come 
from the same row. In removing the 
kernels allow each to drop into the 
palm of your hand keeping them there 
until all six have been removed, when 
you will then place them in the square 
of the testing box bearing the same 
number as the ear from which they 
were taken. These six kernels taken 
thus are representative of all of the 
kernels on that ear. Care should be 
taken to arrange the kernels in the 
squares in an orderly manner with 
the germ sides facing up. 


(5) Having proceeded in this man- 
ner until the squares of our box are 
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all filled, moisten the contents, cover 
up the kernels and place the box in 
a warm place for six or eight days 
before reading the test. 

Caution: Be careful not to let the 
box get dry at any time during the 
test. Visit it frequently and supply 
moisture if necessary. 

(6) Keep all ears being tested in 
a place where they will not be dis- 
turbed. 

Remember that testing your seed 


_corn is one of the most important 


things you can do during these early 
spring days. Your ‘test if carefully 
made will not only be very interest- 
ing but will show how well you have 
selected and cured your seed corn 
and enable you to keep only the 
strongest ears for seed. It is like 
weeding out the poor cows from the 
dairy herd by use of the Babcock 
test.
